Applicant Attorney contacted Examiner by telephone and requested clarification regarding the rejection of claims 
containing a limitation repeated throughout claims 1-7 of the application. The limitation under consideration recited 
"the insertion of said certification [cookie] into a [HTTP] header]." Examiner clarified the reasoning behind the rejection 
citing paragraphs 86 - 94 of the Devine et al. reference. The reference began by disclosing digital certificates in 
paragraph 86, reciting its usage as a means to "verify the server to the user" and to verify the source of the Java object 
to be downloaded as a trusted source (86). .Examiner then pointed to.the recitation~of either-the-server or client 
sending a'"certificate message" and "digitally-signed certificate verify message" to verify the certificate as being sent 
(89). The Examiner concluded reasoning explaination by citing the disclosure of a cookie, within the ceritficate, being 
generated and encrypted by SSL encryption, and then included into a header. Examiner concluded by citing 
paragraph 86 and its recitation of a "certificate message" which in understood by the Examiner to refer to a certificate. 
Thus, the disclosure of the header used to generate a cookie, which is all contained within the said certificate, reads 
upojn the claimed cookie header of the Applicant (94). 

Applicant Attorney responded by indicating the he would confer with applicant regarding this 
understanding/intepretation of this portion of the reference.
